IF NINETEENTH CENTURY — 


CLARIFIED WITH REFERENCE TO 


THE PRESENT WORLD 


Prof. Wenley in his fourth lecture 
summarized and clarified the ideals 
of the Nineteenth Century with ref- 
erence to the present world ‘situation 
He had already shown that that een- 
tury was marked by the interaction of 
the two coercive forces, Romanticism 
and the French Revolution. “Rous- 
seau, who exerted more influence 
than any other man on world politics, 
was responsible: for the errors that 
have led us to such a pass," he said. 

"The nineteenth century divides 
itself into three periods. - First, the 
period of re-action from. the French 
Revolution, when absolutism seéem- 
ed to take a fresh grasp of Europe, 
after 1830, the period of revolt, a 
widespread unrest, not concerted but 
the working out of the French Revo- 
lution ideas. In many countries the 
revolts failed, but all helped in the 
immense social. reconstruction — that 
was going on in the period from 1830 
to 1870. The United States was 
caught up in it. Industrialism with 


‘the rise of the middle class to politi- 


cal power marked the period. Man 
gained through invention power over 
nature, but became dependent in turn 
on the improvements these’ brought,

middle class adopted and 
Rousseau’s idea that there are nat- 
ural laws independent of human ac- 
tion but binding upon all men, into 
the doctrine of ‘laissez faire,’ that a 
man has a right to run his business as 
he chooses, and everyone is free to 
make money as he chooses because 
of the natural law of equality among 
men. This new condition also gav^ 
immense new force to the Rousseau 
doctrine that the normal condition of 
man is comfort. 

“The middle class also adopted the 
French Revolution idea of liberty, be- 
cause in this period it was still a 
climbing class, looked on with dis- 
favor by the landed aristocracy, the 
conservatives. -Thus it proved Glad- 
stone’s chief support, adopting the 
doctrine of Mill and Gladstone that

SAMUEL R. KINGSLEY 

Samuel R. Kingsley was born in 
Licking county, Ohio, July 10, 1843 
and died. at his home in this village 
Saturday evening, lecember 1, 1917. 
He came to Michigan with his parents 
Samuel R. and Polly Kingsley in 1852 
and settled first in Inkster, where 
they stayed until 1856 when they 
moved to Romulus and settled on the 
farm at Pullen's Corners, where: he 
lived until after the. death of his pax- 
ents. About 20 years. ago he built the 
house in this village where he has 
since resided. He marr ied Miss Clara 
Norris, of St. Johns, who still sur- 
vives him, in 1868.
